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I met you at the International Studies Conference in Toronto 
(February 1976). You expressed an interest in the paper that 
I delivered there on international implications of Soviet 
river development projects and proposals. I am completing 

a six month sabbatical period during which I have attempted 
to collect and preliminarily evaluate all the available 
materials (mostly Soviet) on proposed river diversions in the 
USSR as the basis for a comprehensive, detailed analysis of 
the various alternatives being seriously considered and their 
environmental, social, and economic ramifications. I believe 
this is of considerable significance because, in my best 
judgement, the Soviets are definitely planning to implement 
enormous water redistribution measures, probably beginning 

in the late 1980's. 


I shall be in Washington from Monday, June 20, through Friday, 
June 24. If possible I would like to arrange a visit to the 
Agency to discuss my research topic with you and other interested 
individuals. I am particularly interested in what unclassified 
information the Agency possesses on this subject and atiy ideas 

as to where I might seek funding to continue my investigation 
beyond the sabbatical period. If desired, I am willing to give 

a presentation about my research to a group.
